OF  NEW  MAIN  LIBRARY 

At  a  BpQoial  moating  of  the  San  FranciBCo  Library  Commission 
held  on  April  16,  the  Commiasion  unanimously  and  enthusiastically 
approved  the  design  development  drawings  of  the  new  San  Francisco 
Main  Library.     The  motion  for  approval  was  made  by  Commissioner 
Dale  A.  Carlson  with  "pride  and  pleasure." 

New  water  color  renderings  of  the  building  and  slides  of 
interior  features  were  presented  by  the  architects,  Cathy  Simon 
of  Simon  Martin-Vegue  Winkelstein  &  Moris  and  James  Ingo  Freed 
and  Jennifer  Sage  of  Pei  Cobb  Freed  &  Partners.     Other  members  of 
the  architectural  team,  including  Lloyd  Ware  of  Pei  Cobb  Freed 
and  Anthony  Bernheim  of  SMWM,  Library  Project  Manager  Kathy  Page, 
City  Librarian  Kenneth  Dowlin,  and  Russ  Abel  from  the  Bureau  of 
Architecture  were  also  on  hand  to  answer  questions. 

The  Civic  Design  Committee  of  the  San  Francisco  Arts 
Commission  also  approved  the  design  development  drawings  on  April

LIBRARY  BUDGET  STRATEGY  REDUCES  ADMINISTRATION,   SUPPORT  STAFF 

A  proposal  to  reduce  the  budget  of  the  San  Francisco  Public 
Library  by  5%  was  aubniitted  to  the  Library  Conuniesion  by  City 
Librarian  Kunnath  Q.  Dowlin  on  April  16.     The  proposal  directly 
impacts  senior  administration,  middle  management,  and  support 
staff. 

The  reductions  impact  25  positions  and  result  in  a  net 
reduction  of  15.6  full-time  equivalent  positons,  a  4.4%  reduction 
in  total  staffing.     The  proposal  reduces  the  baseline  budget  by 
3.5%  and,  when  added  to  previous  action  taken  by  the  Library 
Commission,   results  in  a  total  reduction  of  5%. 

The  proposal  eliminates  two  senior  administrators,  reducing 
the  Library's  top  management  staff  by  18%,  and  eliminates, 
reduces,  or  changes  23  middle  management  and  support  positions, 
resulting  in  a  budget  reduction  of  $717,904. 

This  proposal  does  not  further  impact  hours  of  public 
service,  reduce  the  books  and  materials  budget  below  90/91 
levels,  and  does  not  reduce  the  number  of  Library  facilities.

The  San  Francisco  Public  Library  now  offers  an  after  school 
and  aummer  activities  center  for  children  ages  5-13  at  the 
Western  Addition  Branch  Library,  1550  Scott  Street.  The 
volunteer-based  ASK  (After  School  Kids)  program  is  funded  by  a 
Library  Services  and  Construction  Act  grant,  through  September 
30,  1991. 

"This  is  a  program  that  goes  beyond  homework  help, "  said 
Rosalind  Chang,  Project  Coordinator.     "It's  a  program  to  let  kids 
know  how  libraries  can  help  them. "    The  ASK  program  offers  one- 
to-one  homework  help,  help  with  library  skills,  one-to-one 
redding  aloud,  educational  software  computer  assistance,  and 
activities  in  conjunction  with  the  Library's  Summer  Reading 
Program,  LIBRARY  KIDS  WILD  ABOUT  READING.

The  program  will  also  introduce  children  to  special  written 
materials,  including  Search  Keys  for  finding  materials  on  given 
subjects,  such  as  researching  a  specific  state  and  researching 
science  experiements ,  as  well  as  a  glossary  of  commonly  used 
library  terms.     The  program  works  closely  with  other  community 
agencies,  including  the  Recreation  and  Park  Department,  tutoring 
agencies,  and  the  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District.

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ONLINE  PUBLIC  ACCESS  CATALOGS  NOW  AVAILABLE 
AT  SAN  FRANCISCO  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 


The  San  Francisco  Connection,  a  new  computerized  public 
access  catalog  of  the  books,  magazines,  compact  discs,  and  other 
library  materials  of  the  San  Francisco  Public  Library,  is  now 
available  at  all  branch  libraries  and  the  Main  Library.  The 
online  public  access  catalog,  or  "OPAC,"  enables  library  users  to 
find  the  materials  they  need,  regardless  of  location  in  the 
library  system. 

The  computerized  catalog  is  designed  to  make  searching  for 
any  given  materials  as  simple  as  possible.    Materials  can  be 
searched  by  author,  title,  subject,  call  number,  or  keyword. 
Library  volunteers  are  available  at  many  sites  to  help  patrons 
use  the  new  OP AC. 

The  catalog  also  shows  which  branch  or  department  owns  the 
item  and  if  the  item  is  available  for  check-out,  reserve,  or  is 
for  reference  use  only.     Currently,  information  on  the  OPAC  is 
displayed  in  English  and  Spanish,  with  other  languages  to  be 
added  in  the  near  future. 
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"We  are  pleased  to  be  able  to  offer  this  service  to  our 
patrons,"  said  Kenneth  E.  Dowlin,  City  Librarian.     "Now,  library 
users  will  havfe  access  to  materials  located  anywhere  in  our 
system,  from  any  branch  or  department  of  the  Library." 

The  public  access  catalog  includes  circulating  and  reference 
materials  in  the  branch  libraries,  the  Main  Library  circulating 
collection,  the  Main  Library  video  collection,  and  Main  Library 
reference  collections  from  July  1991  to  the  present.  Library 
holdings  not  currently  included  in  the  OPAC  will  be  added  as  they 
are  inventoried. 

Online  databases  include  the  "INFOTRAC"  databases  of  indexes 
to  magazines  and  newspapers,  and  the  Library  of  Congress  catalog. 
Additional  materials  and  databases  will  be  added  to  the  OPAC,  and 
dial-up  access  from  home,  school,  or  office  is  anticipated  in  the 
near  future. 

The  online  public  access  catalog  is  part  of  a  total 
automated  system  which  was  purchased  from  the  Digital  Equipment 
Corporation,  and  utilizes  software  from  Data  Research  Associates. 
The  Library's  new  automated  system  is  made  possible  by  a 
significant  gift  from  the  Library  Foundation  of  San  Francisco.

Selected  resources  from  the  future  Gay  and  Lesbian  Center, 
which  will  be  housed  in  the  new  San  Francisco  Main  Library,  will 
be  on  display  in  Phelan  Hall,  third  floor,  San  Francisco  Main 
Library,  Civic  Center,  June  1  through  July  31,  1993. 

The  San  Francisco  Public  Library  is  the  first  public  library 
in  the  world  to  create  a  permanent  research  center  devoted  to  the 
documentation  of  lesbian  and  gay  culture.    When  the  Gay  and 
Lesbian  Center  opens  on  the  second  floor  of  the  new  Main  Library 
in  early  1996,  the  public  will  be  able  to  preview  this  historic 
project  which  will  have  been  over  five  years  in  the  making.  This 
special  preview  of  the  collection  highlights  the  riches  the  Gay 
and  Lesbian  Center  will  offer. 

Excerpts  from  Word  is  Out,  Common  Threads:  Stories  from  the 
Quilt .  and  Times  of  Harvey  Milk  will  play  continuously  in  a  video 
kiosk  throughout  the  exhibition.     Selections  from  several  major 
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collections  already  acquired  will  be  on  display,  including: 

•  The  Barbara  Grier/Donna  McBride  Collection,   featuring  their 
personal  librairy  of  gay  and  lesbian  literature,  as  well  as 
the  archives  of  Naiad  press. 

•  Randy  Shilts'  personal  archives,  including  research 
materials  used  for  The  Mayor  of  Castro  Street;     The  Life  and 
Times  of  Harvey  Milk  and  And  the  Band  Played  On,  and  his  new 
book,  Conduct  Unbecoming:     Gavs  &  Lesbians  in  the  U.S. 
Military. 

•  Peter  Adair's  collection  of  all  materials  related  to  the 
making  of  the  ground-breaking  1978  documentary.  Word  is  Out. 

•  Rob  Epstein's  collection  of  all  materials  related  to  the 
making  of  the  Academy  Award  winning  Times  of  Harvey  Milk  and 
Common  Threads:     Stories  from  the  Guilt. 

Also  on  view  will  be  such  items  as  the  manuscript  for  Marvin 
Liebman's  Coming  Out  Conservative,  personal  letters  from  Harvey 
Milk,  and  original  graphic  posters  chronicling  the  gay  and 
lesbian  struggle  .for  civil  rights .     Other  important  donated 
materials  include  books,  magazines,  buttons,  and  a  wealth  of 
other  ephemera . 

The  exhibit  will  also  include  materials  addressing  the 
relationship  of  the  Gay  and  Lesbian  Center  to  the  Gay  and  Lesbian 
Historical  Society  and  to  the  Eureka  Valley-Hairvey  Milk  Memorial 
Branch  of  the  San  Francisco  Public  Library.

1988.     The  construction  project  will  more  than  double  the  space 
in  the  branch,  as  well  as  upgrade  the  library  for  electrical  and 
seismic  safety,  disabled  access,  and  asbestos  abatement.  The 
additional  square  footage  will  allow  more  space  for  books  and 
other  materials,  seating,  meeting  rooms,  and  work  space. 
Construction  will  last  approximately  two  years.

First-person  stories  from  Vietnamese  emigrants  and  an 
afternoon  of  readings  and  discussions  on  single  motherhood  are 
the  themes  of  two  separate  author  presentations  at  the  San 
Francisco  Main  Library,  Civic  Center,  in  May. 

Nguyen  Qui  Due,  author  of  Where  The  Ashes  Ares  The  Odyssey 
of  a  Vietnamese  Family,  and  hie  father,  Nguyen  Van  Dai,  appear 
together  in  the  Main  Library  "Tuesday  Evening  With:"  series  on 
May  3  at  7  p.m.   in  the  Lurie  Room.

"Tales  of  the  City:  Lesbians  and  Gay  Men  Since  Stonewall," 
an  exhibition  detailing  the  achievements  of  the  lesbian  and  gay 
communitieB  in  the  Bay  Area  from  1969-1994,  will  be  held  in  the 
rotunda  of  the  San  Francisco  Main  Library,  Civic  Center,  June  14-

San  Francisco t^xine~8',  1994"^  San  Francisco  voters  gave  an 
overwhelming  mandate  to  City  Hall  by  approving  an  amendment  to 
the  City  Charter  which  guarantees  an  annual  budget  for  the  San 
Francisco  Public  Library,  enhanced  by  approximately  $14  million, 
for  the  next  fifteen  years.  The  ballot  measure,  which  needed  50% 
plus  one  vote  approval  to  pass,  was  approved  by  nearly  70%  of  the 
voters . 

The  Library  Charter  Amendment  campaign  for  a  Library 
Preservation  Fund  was  funded  by  the  Friends  of  the  San  Francisco 
Public  Library.  Sixty  eight  thousand  signatures  were  gathered  on 
a  grass  roots  level  to  place  the  initiative  on  the  ballot.  The 
measure  was  endorsed  by  several  San  Francisco  newspapers, 
including  the  San  Francisco  Examiner,  and  by  five  members  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors,  but  was  opposed  by  Mayor  Frank  Jordan. 

"This  is  the  start  of  a  new  era,"  said  an  ebullient  City 
Librarian,  Kenneth  E.  Dowlin,  as  the  returns  were  being  counted 
on  election  eve. 

The  Library  Preservation  Fund,  or  Proposition  E  on  the  June 
ballot,  mandates  that  the  city  set  aside  $.025  for  each  $100  of 
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assessed  valuation  of  property  taxes  for  15  years  for  the 
Library.  That  money,  in  addition  to  guaranteed  funding  of 
approximately  $20  million  from  the  general  fund  budget,  will 
provide  approximately  $33  million  per  year  for  the  library 
system.  Prop  E  also  requires  that  the  city  operate  the  Main 
Library  and  a  minimum  of  twenty  six  branch  libraries,  and 
guarantees  funding  for  the  Library  for  the  Blind,  and  that  the 
system  be  open  a  minimum  of  1,028  hours  per  week,  the  service 
level  of  1987-88.  The  primary  goals  of  the  Charter  Amendment  are 
to  restore  hours  and  to  enhance  the  materials  budget. 

Prop  E  supporters  launched  a  full  scale  campaign,  which 
included  posters,  street  signs,  mailings,  and  an  intensive  get 
out  the  vote  campaign,  with  over  100,000  door  hangers  distributed 
by  volunteers,  reminding  people  to  vote  on  June  7  to  save 
libraries.   Endorsements  were  received  from  dozens  of  political 
clubs  and  other  organizations.  At  a  Get  Out  the  Vote  rally,  U.S. 
Congresswoman  Nancy  Pelosi  and  Board  of  Supervisors  member  Carole 
Migden  were    :Oined  by  other  politicians  and  political  candidates, 
and  approximately  200  supporters. 

In  related  news,  the  cities  of  Albany,  CA,  and  Oakland,  CA, 
both  passed  parcel  tax  initiatives  to  support  their  public 
libraries  in  the  June  7  election.  San  Francisco  voters  also 
passed  a  bond  measure  for  the  unified  school  district  for 
upgrading  schools  for  physical  safety,  and  to  build  a  new 
elementary  school  in  the  Tenderloin/Civic  Center  neighborhood, 
near  to  the  San  Francisco  Main  Library.

LIBRARY  COMMISSION  TO  HOLD  PUBLIC  HEARINGS  TO 
IMPLEMENT  LIBRARY  PRESERVATION  FUND 


The  San  Francisco  Public  Library  Commission  will  be  holding 
a  series  of  public  hearings,  beginning  at  the  end  of  August  and 
continuing  through  the  month  of  September.  One  meeting  will  be 
held  at  each  branch  library  and  at  the  Main  Library.  The  purpose 
of  the  meetings  is  to  discuss  public  preferences  for  Library  open 
hours  and  services . 

On  June  1,   1994,  San  Francisco  voters  approved  an  amendment 
to  the  City  Charter  to  establish  a  special  fund  for  the  Library, 
known  as  the  Library  Preservation  Fund,  which  will  be  in  effect 
for  15  years.  The  Charter  Amendment  mandates  that  the  total 
annual  average  service  hours  of  the  Library  system  be  at  least 
1028  hours  per  week  for  the  next  five  years,  effective  no  later 
than  January  1,  1995. 

The  wording  of  the  amendment  also  requires  that  public 
hearings  be  held  at  each  branch  library  and  at  the  Main  Library 
no  later  than  November  1,   1994,  and  that  at  the  hearings,  the 
results  of  a  survey  of  users'  preferences  as  to  the  facility's 
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operating  hours  be  made  available  to  the  public.  The  Charter 
Amendment  also  specifies  that  increasing  library  hours  throughout 
the  system  and  acquiring  books  and  materials  will  receive 
priority  in  expending  fund  monies . 

An  agenda  for  the  public  hearings  will  be  developed  at  the 
Library  Commission  Planning  Committee  meeting,  to  be  held  on 
Wednesday,  August  17,  at  4:00  p.m.,  in  the  Lurie  Room  of  the  Main 
Library,  Civic  Center.

AVAILABLE  AT  S.F.    PUBLIC  LIBRARY 


The  Sally  Brunn  Neighborhood  Association  Database  is  now 
available  through  the  online  public  access  catalog  at  the  Main 
Library  or  any  branch  of  the  San  Francisco  Public  Library.  The 
database,  which  provides  access  to  a  variety  of  information 
resources  of  concern  to  the  neighborhoods,  is  named  after  the 
late  Sally  Brunn,  a  Noe  Valley  neighborhood  activist  and  champion 
of  the  public  library. 

The  Sally  Brunn  database  includes  information  about 
neighborhood  improvement  groups,  block  associations,  homeowner 
associations,  tenant  associations,  and  business  and  merchant 
associations,  as  well  as  groups  that  support  neighborhood 
concerns,  such  as  the  the  Mayor's  Citizens'  Assistance  Center  or 
the  Council  of  Neighborhood  Libraries.   Entries  include  such 
information  as  description  of  the  organization,  meeting  time  and 
place,  dues  structure,  contact  name,  address,  and  phone  number, 
etc . 

Sally  Brunn  was  a  tireless  advocate  of  public  libraries  and 
public  schools  for  over  twenty  years.  As  an  active  participant  in 
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the  Friends  of  the  Library,  Keep  Libraries  Alive,  the  Council  of 
Neighborhood  Libraries,  and  the  Parents  Lobby  for  the  city's 
schools,   she  fought  against  branch  library  closings,  helped 
restore  cuts  to  the  book  budget,  and  campaigned  hard  on  library 
funding  issues. 

In  late  1991,   the  Friends  of  the  Library  established  a  fund 
for  purchase  of  books  on  grass  roots  political  activity  dedicated 
to  Sally  Brunn.   In  further  tribute,  in  February  of  1992,  the 
Library  Commission  unanimously  voted  to  change  the  name  of  the 
Noe  Valley  Branch  Library  to  the  Noe  Valley-Sally  Brunn  Branch. 

The  Sally  Brunn  Neighborhood  Association  Database  has  been 
made  available  thanks  to  a  generous,  private  donation  to  the 
Library.  This  funding  has  also  enabled  the  Library  to  create  the 
heavily  used  Telephone  Information  Program,  an  expanded  ready 
reference  service,  and  to  provide  a  temporary  site  for  the 
Chinatown  Branch  Library  while  the  permanent  facility  is 
undergoing  renovation  and  expansion. 

The  Sally  Brunn  database  currently  lists  approximately  150 
organizations.  Additional  associations  and  organizations  which 
are  not  currently  listed  in  the  database  are  encouraged  to  submit 
infoirmation  for  inclusion  via  the  Suggestion  Box  in  the  database, 
or  by  calling  Community  Database  Services  at  (415)  557-4588.

TO  FEE  OR  NOT  TO  FEE:  THAT  IS  THE  QUESTION 


A  new  program  by  the  San  Francisco  Public  Library  to  implement  an  expedited  reference  service 
on  a  cost-recovery  basis  has  created  significant  public  policy  debate  in  San  Francisco. 

The  program,  dubbed  INFOEXPRESS,  was  approved  more  than  1  1/2  years  ago  by  the  Library 
Commission,  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco.  I  believe 
the  program  is  an  appropriate  way  of  delivering  the  following  extra,  non-traditional  library 
services  by: 

1.   Providing  reference  service  to  non-residents  of  California,  especially  from  other  U.S. 
time  zones. 


These  individuals  do  not  pay  City  taxes  and  should  pay  for  the  services  provided  by  tax- 
fijnded  employees.  SFPL,  like  most  American  public  libraries,  has  charged  non-residents  of  the 
State  of  California  for  circulation  privileges  for  decades.  The  current  fee  is  $25  for  a  3  month 
period. 


2.  Delivering  information  or  materials  outside  the  library. 


While  materials  are  available  free  to  all  who  enter  the  library  and  may  be  borrowed  for  a 
specified  time  with  a  valid  card,  site-specific  delivery  of  an  item  via  fax,  e-mail  or  post  imposes 
certain  legal  obligations  on  the  library. 

The  patron's  use  of  an  item  for  a  limited  time  is  generally  covered  by  the  "fair  use" 
provisions  of  the  federal  copyright  act.  Publishers,  therefore,  do  not  expect  public  libraries  to  pay 
fees  for  regular  patron  use  of  their  products.  When  patrons  choose  to  copy  or  fax  materials,  it  is 
their  responsibility  to  adhere  to  the  laws  governing  copyright. 

When  individual  patrons  request  that  library  staff  copy  and  send  or  fax  material,  this  is  not 
generally  held  to  be  fair  use,  except  in  certain  prescribed  situations.  SFPL  can  be  held  liable  for 
copyright  infringement  unless  the  copyright  fees  are  passed  on  to  the  patrons  requesting 
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document  delivery. 


The  ability  of  public  library  staff  to  transmit  information  rapidly  around  the  world  is 
changing  our  historical  environment.  The  increasing  debate  over  intellectual  property  rights  will 
probably  lead  to  federal  action  to  protect  the  copyright  holders.  If  libraries  flagrantly  violate 
copyright  law  by  copying  materials  for  patrons,  publishers  will  begin  to  withhold  material,  or  take 
action  to  prohibit  copying  or  transmission  of  copyrighted  material.  This  would  undermine  the 
historic  compact  between  publishers  and  libraries.  SFPL  has  a  professional  responsibility  to 
protect  copyright  holders. 

3 .  Providing  customized  research,  including  time,  materials,  search,  assembly  and  delivery 
of  documents. 

As  computer  technology  increases  our  ability  to  provide  such  service,  many  individuals, 
small  businesses,  and  corporations  have  expressed  a  desire  to  use  expedited  reference,  as  well  as  a 
willingness  to  pay  for  it. 

Since  Proposition  13,  California  public  libraries  have  struggled  with  the  concept  of  "free 
or  fee"  for  public  library  services.  In  1978,  the  State  Attorney  General  defined  a  free  "library 
service"  as  a  transaction  which  "involves  the  satisfaction,  with  library  resources,  of  a  patron's 
request  for  information  (whether  for  educational,  recreational,  or  entertainment  purposes).  Other 
transactions,  such  as  'providing  a  patron  with  tangible  materials  that  he  can  keep'  is  not  a  'library 
service'  in  the  present  context." 

Consequently,  the  responsibility  of  the  California  public  library  is  to  provide  free  access  to 
basic  "library  services."  It  is  also  within  their  mandate  to  charge  fees  for  services  which  are  not 
basic  "library  services."  (State  law  on  public  library  fees,  as  interpreted  in  the  State  Attorney 
General  Opinion  No.  CV  78/96,  dated  November  21,  1978.) 

SFPL  has  always  charged  fees.  Attached  is  the  current  fee  structure.  Setting  fees  for  services  was 
a  public  policy  issue  established  many  years  ago  when  the  decision  was  made  to  charge  for 
photocopiers  or  microfilm  prints.  The  library  has  charged  non-residents  fees  for  most  of  its 
history. 

In  a  survey  conducted  in  August,  1994  to  determine  public  preferences  for  library  hours,  materials 
and  services,  nearly  two  in  three  respondents  stated  they  would  be  willing  to  pay  a  fee  to  access 
computer  databases. 

All  patrons  have  free  access  to  the  library's  databases  and  information  resources.  But  that  access 
has  to  be  at  the  reference  librarian's  discretion,  to  ensure  the  most  cost-effective  and  efficient 
delivery  of  the  information. 

If  an  individual  has  specific  needs  beyond  those  available  to  the  general  public,  that  individual 
should  bear  the  cost  of  providing  the  extra  service.  New  technology  is  creating  new  expectations 
of  today's  library.  We  must  find  ways  to  meet  those  expectations.

San  Francisco  Public  Library  is  now  expanding  its  "Adopt  a  Book"  program.  No  old 
books  will  be  thrown  away  before  community  groups,  including  schools,  jails,  and  non-profit 
community  organizations  have  had  the  opportunity  to  review  and  take  them  by  appointment. 
Groups  must  demonstrate  that  the  books  will  be  used  for  public  benefit. 

"We  want  to  reassure  the  public  that  no  old  books  will  be  discarded  before  public  service 
organizations  have  a  chance  to  take  them,"  said  City  Librarian  Ken  Dowlin.  "In  preparing  for  our 
move  to  the  new  library,  we've  gotten  a  backlog  of  old  books.  We're  going  to  add  staff  now  in 
order  to  eliminate  the  backlog." 

Until  last  year,  the  library  was  prohibited  by  city  law  fi-om  giving  away  for  fi-ee  any  city 
property,  including  old  books.  At  the  request  of  the  library,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  made  an 
exception  to  the  law  giving  the  library  permission  to  give  away  old  books  to  organizations  serving 
the  public.  Since  the  law  change,  library  officials  estimate  that  5,000  books  have  been  given  away, 
some  as  recently  as  last  week. 

"Since  the  law  was  changed,  it  has  always  been  the  library's  policy  to  try  and  give  old 
books  away  before  discarding  them,"  Dowlin  said. 


—More— 
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In  preparation  for  the  move  to  the  new  main  library,  staff  have  been  weeding  through 
books  to  determine  which  ones  are  no  longer  needed.  More  than  2,000  books  have  been  set 
aside,  most  of  them  dilapidated,  out-of-date  or  excessive  copies.  Professional  librarians  review  all 
books  set  aside  to  ensure  that  no  rare  or  valuable  books  are  accidentally  given  away  or  discarded. 

Community  groups  wishing  to  come  by  the  library  to  review  old  books  should  send  a 
letter  to:  Ken  Dowlin,  City  Librarian,  San  Francisco  Public  Library,  Civic  Center,  San  Francisco, 
CA  94102.

The  library  emphasized  that  appointments  must  be  made  to  ensure  that  only  qualified 
individuals  and  organizations  take  the  books.  The  reviewing  process  will  take  place  in  the  foyer  of 
the  old  Main  Library,  currently  closed  to  the  public. 

"We  want  to  make  sure  professional  book  sellers  don't  swoop  in  and  try  to  make  a  profit 
fi"om  public  property,"  said  Dowlin.  "In  the  meantime,  we're  going  to  add  whatever  staff  is  needed 
in  order  to  handle  this  properly." 

Charlotte  Mailliard  Swig,  chairman  of  the  New  Main  Campaign,  reassured  library 
supporters  that  the  books  will  be  cared  for  properly. 

"The  new  main  library  will  preserve  the  integrity  and  heritage  of  San  Francisco's  library 
collection,"  said  Swig.  "When  the  new  main  opens,  San  Franciscans  can  be  sure  it  will  house  all 
the  books  we  have  come  to  treasure." 

The  library  is  also  seeking  volunteers  to  help  sort,  stamp  and  shelve  old  books.  Citizens

San  Francisco  —  On  April  1 8  San  Francisco  will  dedicate  its  new  high-tech  Main  Library,  a  tribute 
to  the  diversity,  intelligence  and  imagination  of  the  city's  citizens. 

The  $104.5  million,  seven-floor  building  will  truly  be  a  library  for  the  21st  Century,  with 
hundreds  of  public  computer  terminals  to  locate  materials  on-line,  14  multimedia  stations,  as  well 
as  access  to  data  bases  and  the  Information  Superhighway.  When  it  opens,  the  New  Main  v^ll  be 
the  largest  provider  of  free  access  to  the  Internet  in  California. 

"San  Francisco's  New  Main  will  change  the  way  we  think  about  libraries,"  said  City 
Librarian  Ken  Dowlin.  "It  will  provide  electronic  links  to  information  in  many  formats  to 
complement  the  traditional  written  texts." 

"The  New  Main  will  make  the  San  Francisco  Public  Library  a  world  leader  in  providing 
access  to  information,  knowledge  and  the  joys  of  reading,"  Dowlin  added. 

The  New  Main,  designed  collaboratively  by  architects  James  Ingo  Freed  of  New  York  and 
San  Francisco's  Cathy  Simon,  is  in  stark  contrast  to  the  stately  but  cave-like  old  Main  Library, 
which  reached  its  capacity  in  1944.  Daytime  visitors  will  be  struck  immediately  by  the  presence  of 
light  streaming  through  a  spectacular  asymmetric  atrium  that  defines  the  structure. 

The  New  Main,  whose  Sierra  white  granite  facade  comes  from  the  same  Yosemite  quarry 
that  provided  stone  for  the  old  Civic  Center  buildings,  has  twice  the  square-footage  of  its 
predecessor  and  three  times  the  seating  capacity. 


~  More— 
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With  32  miles  of  stacks  (compared  to  about  19  in  the  old  facility),  the  New  Main  will 
easily  house  the  more  than  one  million  books,  five  million  government  documents,  50,000 
microfilmed  items  and  thousands  of  audiovisual  materials.  The  Children's  Center  alone  is  larger 
than  any  of  the  existing  26  branch  libraries. 

The  new  library  was  made  possible  by  the  overwhelming  (78%)  passage  of  a  $109.5 
million  library  bond  measure  in  1988.  The  vast  majority  of  that  money,  $104.5  million,  went  to 
construct  the  New  Main,  with  the  rest  being  used  to  upgrade  branch  libraries. 

The  San  Francisco  Library  Foundation  raised  an  additional  $33  milUon  fi-om  corporations, 
foundations  and  individuals  for  collections,  fiimishings,  equipment  and  other  amenities.  In  a 
historic  public-private  partnership,  more  than  17,000  individuals  contributed  to  the  New  Main 
Campaign,  making  it  a  model  fundraising  effort  now  being  emulated  nationwide. 

As  part  of  the  fund-raising  process,  the  Library  Foundation  worked  with  "affinity  groups" 
representing  community  representatives  throughout  San  Francisco.  Through  their  efforts,  the 
New  Main  is  home  to  special  centers  reflecting  the  needs  and  interests  of  Afiican  Americans, 
Chinese  Americans,  Filipino  Americans,  Latino  Americans  and  gays  and  lesbians. 

Groups  also  support  the  Children's  Center,  an  Environmental  Center  and  a  Center  for  Rare 

Books. 

The  New  Main  will  include  four  original  works  of  art  commissioned  by  the  San  Francisco 
Arts  Commission,  plus  an  original  ceiling  mural  in  the  James  C.  Hormel  Gay  and  Lesbian  Center. 

The  New  Main  will  open  to  the  public  on  April  1 8,  the  90th  anniversary  of  the  Great  San 
Francisco  Earthquake  of  1906,  on  the  site  where  City  Hall  collapsed  during  the  massive  temblor. 

The  earthquake's  anniversary  provides  a  fitting  metaphor  of  Renaissance  and  rebirth  for 
the  library  and  the  city,  both  of  which  are  experiencing  a  period  of  civic  and  cultural  rejuvenation. 

"San  Franciscans  have  shown  at  the  ballot  box  and  with  their  personal  generosity  that  they 
cherish  their  library,"  said  Steve  Coulter,  President  of  the  San  Francisco  Library  Commission. 
"The  New  Main  is  bound  to  strengthen  those  ties  immeasurably."

FOR  NANCY  DREW  BOOKS 


The  San  Francisco  Public  Library  will  take  a  fresh  look  at  the  Nancy  Drew  series  books, 
with  the  possibility  of  including  these  titles  in  its  children's  and  young  adult  departments 

"We  have  no  policy  of  excluding  Nancy  Drew  or  any  other  series  format  books  at  this 
library,"  said  Tom  Bemardi,  Coordinator  of  Children's  and  Youth  Services.  "We  have  had  great 
demand  for  other  series  books,  such  as  R.L.  Stine's  "Goosebumps"  senes,  the  Babysitter's  Club 
books,  and  Sweet  Valley  Twins.  Because  the  children  have  asked  for  these  books,  we  have  bought 
them." 

Books  and  other  matenals  selected  by  the  children's  libranans  are  evaluated  on  the  basis 
of  literary  value,  currency,  accuracy,  readability,  and  demand.  Matenals  are  also  selected  based 
on  community  needs  and  interests. 

Series  books  tend  to  be  driven  by  formula,  assuring  their  popularity  with  yotmg  readers 
looking  for  familiarity  and  the  tried  and  true. 

While  uncataloged  paperback  copies  of  Nancy  Drew  mystery  novels  have  occasionally 
circulated  at  branches  of  the  San  Francisco  Public  Library,  there  has  not  been  a  perceived  demand 
for  additional  copies  or  titles.   A  few  older  Nancy  Drew  titles  are  available  in  the  Effie  Lee  Moms 
Children's  Histoncal  Collection  of  the  Main  Library.  If  the  demand  for  additional  titles  exists,  the 
Library  is  willing  to  consider  them  for  the  collections. 

While  Nancy  Drew  mysteries  have  been  in  print  for  66  years,  the  Library  only 
occasionally  receives  a  request  for  them. 

The  Library  currently  purchases  books  and  other  materials  in  over  fifty  languages.  The 
current  Main  Library  Children's  Department  features  13,000  square  feet  of  public  space  to  house 
books,  magazines,  a  children's  Electronic  Discovery  Center,  and  other  media  for  children.  On 
average,  over  1 1,000  people  have  used  the  new  Mam  Library  daily  since  its  opening  on  April  18.

The  history  of  gastronomy  is  one  of  five  themes  of  "San  Francisco:  The  Dimensions  of  Diversity," 
a  major  exhibition  opening  in  the  new  Main  branch  of  the  San  Francisco  Public  Library  on  July  1 . 

Through  the  themes  of  Work,  Play,  Culture  and  the  Arts,  Gastronomy  and  the  City  Tested,  the 
two-part  exhibition  explores  San  Francisco  history  fi*om  its  Native  American  and  Spanish  roots,  to 
boom  town,  to  one  of  the  most  successfully  cosmopolitan  cities  in  the  country. 

"The  first  decades  saw  vigilantism,  political  assassination  and  crimes  of  violence  directed  against 
people  of  color,"  said  curator  Glenna  Matthews,  a  historian  and  author.  "But  they  also  saw  the 
beginnings  of  a  rich  and  vibrant  civic  life.  They  brawled,  but  they  also  voted  and  organized."

Drawing  on  the  library's  collection  of  books,  photographs  and  other  objects,  the  exhibition 
includes  highlights  such  as  a  fecsimile  of  the  first  cookbook  written  by  an  Afiican- American, 
published  by  the  Women's  Cooperative  Printing  Office  in  1881,  and  a  photograph  of  civil  rights 
pioneers  Joseph  and  Mary  Tape,  a  Chinese  couple  who  sued  to  desegregate  San  Francisco 
schools  the  same  year. 

Related  programs  of  the  exhibition  will  feature  displays  of  the  City's  literary  tradition  and  books 
for  younger  readers,  as  well  as  films,  lectures  and  performances.  On  September  27  and  28,  the 
library  will  host  a  symposium  on  San  Francisco  history,  supported  by  the  California  Council  for 
the  Humanities,  including  a  panel  "Breaking  Bread  Together:  Cuisine  Creates  Common  Ground 
for  Diverse  Cultures,"  featuring  a  panel  of  Bay  Area  chefs,  food  historians  and  authors. 

Sponsored  by  a  grant  fi*om  the  Rockefeller  Foundation,  "San  Francisco:  Dimensions  of  Diversity" 
will  continue  in  1 977  with  a  focus  on  politics  and  social  movements.  This  two-part  series 
inaugurates  the  new  Main  library's  ongoing  exhibition  program  which  provides  increased  public 
access  to  lesser  known  materials  in  the  collection.

ANGEL  ISLAND:  ELLIS  ISLAND  OF  THE  WEST 


From  1910-1940,  thousands  of  Asian  immigrants  passed  through  Angel  Island  to  enter  the  United 
States,  known  in  Chinese  as  "Gold  Mountain."  Beginning  July  1,  a  unique  exhibit  "Gateway  to 
Gold  Mountain"  will  open  at  the  San  Francisco  Public  Library,  chronicling  their  experiences  at  the 
Angel  Island  Immigration  Station. 

Photomurals  and  text  document  the  arduous  physical  and  verbal  examinations  that  either  spelled  a 
new  life  in  America  or  deportation  at  a  time  when  the  Chinese  Exclusion  Act  (1 882-1943)  was 
enforced. 

The  newcomers  arrived  by  ship,  were  ferried  to  the  Island,  and  then  processed  by  oflBcials. 
Despair  and  isolation  led  some  immigrants  to  write  or  carve  their  feelings  into  the  barrack  walls. 
Many  of  these  are  translated  and  appear  in  the  exhibit. 

"Gateway  to  Gold  Mountain"  will  be  on  display  on  the  sbrth  floor  of  the  library  in  the  Skylight 
Gallery,  from  July  1  to  November  30  to  complement  a  two-part  exhibition  "San  Francisco:  the 
Dimensions  of  Diversity,"  on  the  lower  level  of  the  library.  Special  programming  is  scheduled  to 
complement  both  exhibits,  including  a  screening  of  "Carved  in  Silence,"  a  45  minute  dramatic

documentary  about  Angel  Island  Immigration  Station.  The  film,  introduced  by  director  Felicia

"Gateway  to  Gold  Mountain"  is  produced  in  cooperation  with  the  Angel  Island  Immigration 
Station  Foundation  (ISF),  a  non-profit  organization  dedicated  to  raising  awareness  and  funds  to 
preserve  and  renovate  the  immigration  station  as  a  historical  site  and  museum  and  to  conduct 
educational  activities  pertaining  to  the  history  of  Asian  American  immigration.

Chinatown  Branch  Library'  will  re-open  to  the  public  at  its  permanent  site  at  1135 
Powell  Street  on  Saturday,  June  15  Mayor  Willie  L.  Brown  will  cut  the  ribbon  at  the 
Public  Dedication,  which  will  begin  at  12:00  p.m. 

The  newly  renovated  and  expanded  facility  will  more  than  double  the  size  of  the 
library,  increasing  it  from  8,065  square  feet  to  17,340  square  feet.  The  library  includes  a 
meeting  room  for  the  public  which  will  accommodate  1 80  people,  a  microcomputer 
learning  lab,  a  greatly  expanded  children's  room,  an  outdoor  roof  garden  with  a  children's 
play  area,  and  a  90%  increase  of  reader  seats. 

The  Chinatown  Branch  Library  construction  was  paid  for  from  Library 
Improvement  Bond  ftinds  approved  by  voters  in  1988,  as  well  as  a  $2,484,573  grant  from 
the  California  State  Library,  which  enabled  the  library  to  expand.  The  library  renovations 
included  seismic  and  electrical  upgrades  and  disabled  access,  as  well  as  more  than 
doubling  the  square  footage  of  the  branch,  adding  more  space  for  books  and  other 
materials,  seating,  meeting  rooms,  and  work  space. 

Interior  furnishings  and  fixtures  at  the  library  are  paid  for  by  private  donations.  A 
frindraising  campaign,  chaired  by  Rosalyn  Koo,  with  support  from  the  Library  Foundation 
of  San  Francisco,  purchased  new  tables  and  chairs  for  children  and  adults,  com.puters  and 
computer  equipment  and  furniture,  study  carrels,  reference  desks,  lounge  chairs,  meeting 
room  chairs,  children's  stacking  chairs,  and  more  Private  ftmding  has  also  enabled  the 
library  to  steam  clean  the  exterior  of  the  building  and  install  a  new  terracotta  sign. 

"The  Friends  of  Chinatown  Library  thank  our  many  donors  in  the  Chinese 
community'  for  their  leadership  in  supporting  this  project,"  said  Roz  Koo.  'Thousands  of 
library'  users  can  enjoy  a  safe,  spacious  and  modern  facility  now  and  in  the  future." 

The  refiirbished  library  will  feature  new  technology,  including  two  graphical  user 
interface  workstations  similar  to  those  in  the  new  Main  Library  and  twenty  two  online 
public  access  catalog  workstations,  as  well  as  new  pentium  computers  in  the  learning  lab 
on  the  mezzanine  floor.

James  Chia,  Chinatown  Branch  Project  Manager  with  the  Bureau  of  Engineering, 
Department  of  Public  Works,  joined  the  project  in  August,  1994  and  has  seen  it  through 
to  fruition.  The  library  design  was  through  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  Bureau  of 
Architecture,  a  process  first  begun  in  1991. 

The  Chinatown  Library  was  housed  at  a  temporary  site  at  445  Grant  Avenue 
during  the  construction  phases  of  the  project.  Funding  for  the  temporary  site  was  provided 
by  an  anonymous  donation  through  the  Library  Foundation  of  San  Francisco. 

The  Chinatown  Branch  originally  opened  in  1921  with  20,000  volumes  Today, 
Chinatown  Branch  houses  nearly  100,000  volumes  and  circulates  over  30,000  items  each 
month,  the  highest  circulation  of  any  branch  library  in  the  San  Francisco  Public  Library 
system.  Prior  to  renovation,  an  average  of  over  200  people  visited  the  library  during  each 
open  hour. 

Chinatown  has  the  largest  collection  of  Chinese  materials  in  Northern  California, 
as  well  as  books,  magazines,  and  newspapers  in  Enghsh,  Chinese,  and  Vietnamese.  The 
new  library  will  provide  video  and  audio  cassettes,  including  language  tapes  for  adults, 
teenagers,  and  children.

One  Millionth  Visitor  at  the  New  Main  Library 

San  Francisco  --  Just  over  100  days  after  its  doors  opened  on  April  18,  San 
Francisco's  new  Main  Library  today  marked  the  one  millionth  person  to  visit  the  city's  new 
"house  of  the  book." 

This  extraordinary  level  of  patronage  -  with  three  times  the  average  daily  usage  the 
old  Main  Library  had  -  easily  makes  the  spectacular  new  library  one  of  the  most  popular 
destination  points  for  the  Bay  Area. 

"It  is  a  tribute  to  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Area  that  an  institution  dedicated  to  books 
and  knowledge  is  the  hottest  ticket  in  town,"  said  City  Librarian  Ken  Dowlin.  "We  always 
knew  people  loved  their  library,  and  the  people  streaming  through  our  doors  put  a  human 
face  on  it.  We  are  delighted." 

Library  administrators  expected  their  new  building  would  be  popular,  but  statistics 
underscore  the  magnitude  of  difference.  An  average  of  9,000  people  visit  each  day, 
compared  with  an  average  of  3,000  in  the  old  main  library.  New  library  cards  are  flying  out 
the  door  --  an  average  of  350  new  cards  were  issued  each  day  in  May  and  June,  over  five 
times  as  many  as  in  1995. 

Steve  Coulter,  president  of  the  San  Francisco  Library  Commission,  praised  the 
library's  staff  for  doing  a  tremendous  job  managing  the  crowds  during  the  first  months. 

"The  library's  staff  has  responded  heroically  to  a  three-fold  increase  in  visitors," 
said  Coulter.  "Together  we  have  made  the  library  more  relevant  to  the  1990s  and  beyond." 


^August  7,  1996:^ 
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In  three  months  the  new  library  has  attracted  more  people  than  the  number  of  fans 
who  attended  Giants  games  at  Candlestick  Park  all  last  season. 

The  San  Francisco  Symphony  drew  about  55,000  fans  to  its  1995  season,  and  the 
new  Museum  of  Modem  Art  took  15  months  to  attract  one  milhon  visitors  while  the  Main 
Library  did  it  in  three. 

During  May  and  June  270,179  books  were  checked  out  ~  70%  more  than  the  same 
months  in  1995.  Librarians  have  answered  an  average  of  199,484  questions  per  week  ~ 
eight  times  as  many  as  in  1995. 

"The  New  Main  Library  is  a  tribute  to  the  partnership  between  the  city  and  the  Main 
Campaign's  16,000  donors,"  said  Charlotte  Mailliard  Swig,  who  chaired  the  library's  $33 
million  fund  raising  effort  with  her  late  husband  Mel  through  the  Library  Foundation  of 
San  Francisco.  "The  New  Main  is  more  than  a  magnificent  building.  It  has  come  to 
symbolize  the  civic  spirit  and  pride  that  come  from  inclusion  and  cooperation." 

Today's  one  miUionth  visitor  was  presented  with  several  gifts  to  mark  the  occasion. 
The  presents  included  a  copy  of  Peter  Booth  Wiley's  book,  "A  Free  Library  in  This  City," 
an  illustrated  history  of  San  Francisco's  pubhc  library,  a  set  of  postcards  from  the  Card 
Catalog  Project  by  artists  Ann  Hamilton  and  Ann  Chamberlain,  a  book  bag,  a  Wayne 
Thiebold  poster  from  the  library  grand  opening  and  a  free  lunch  in  the  library  cafe. 

In  addition  to  its  31  miles  of  books  and  hundreds  of  computer  terminals,  the  New 
Main  also  features  exhibit  space  designed  to  increase  public  access  to  lesser  known 
materials  in  the  collection. 

Current  exhibits  include  "Gateway  to  Gold  Mountain,"  which  chronicles  the 
experience  of  Asian  immigrants  at  Angel  Island,  and  "San  Francisco:  The  Dimensions  of 
Diversity,"  a  major  exhibition  exploring  San  Francisco  history  from  its  Native  American 
and  Spanish  roots  through  the  Gold  Rush  era  and  through  to  the  modem  era.

Items  for  sale 
will  be  located  on  the  first  and  most  of  the  second  floor  of  the  old  Main  and  on  the  fost,  second, 
and  third  tloors  of  the  library  annex.  45  Hyde  Street. 

Nationwide  Auctioneers,  which  has  the  City  contract  for  auctioning  surplus  goods,  will  conduct 
the  event.  A  representative  of  the  City's  Purchasing  Department  will  also  be  present  throughout 
the  day. 

Most  items  have  been  grouped  into  lots.  Bidders  will  bid  on  each  lot  which  could  contain  a 
combination  of  chairs,  desks,  tables,  etc.  Successful  bidders  must  pay  in  cash  or  cashiers  check  in 
full  on  the  day  of  the  auction.

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San  Francisco  Public  Library  Gets  High  Marks  From  the  Feds 

San  Francisco,  September  19. .  .The  San  Francisco  Public  Librar>'  got  high  marks  from 
the  Federal  Communications  Commission  today  when  Commissioner  Susan  Ness  toured 
the  new  main  librar>'  to  experience  first  hand  how  communications  services  in  libraries 
are  being  used  by  the  public. 

Libraries  were  designated  Universal  Service  Providers  eligible  for  discounted  rates  as  part 
of  the  Telecommunications  Act  of  1996.  The  Federal-State  Joint  Board  on  Universal 
Service  comprising  members  from  the  Federal  Communications  Commission  (FCC)  and 
State  Public  Utilities  Commissions  will  make  critical  recommendations  on  discounted 
telecommunications  rates  for  libraries  and  schools  by  November  8. 

''I  was  extraordinarily  impressed  by  the  cutting  edge  technology  being  used  by  the  San 
Francisco  Libran,  ,'"  FCC  Commissioner  Ness  said.  "Libraries  equipped  with  the 
necessar\'  computer  and  telecommunications  technologies  can  provide  a  bridge  that 
enables  the  American  people  to  access  a  vast  repositor}'  of  knowledge.  As  we  prepare  for 
the  21"  centuPv  .  communities  and  public  policy  makers  need  to  support  and  encourage  the 
widespread  deployment  of  these  kinds  of  resources."  she  added. 

In  a  fast  paced  tour  of  technology  in  the  new  main  library  she  viewed  teens  listening  to 
the  latest  musical  releases,  checking  sports  scores,  and  participating  in  chat  rooms  on  the 
Internet,  children  using  educational  CD-Roms  at  multimedia  workstations  and  adult 
students  conducting  research  on  the  World  Wide  Web. 

During  the  tour,  Toni  Bemardi,  Coordinator  of  Children's  Services  and  Acting  Chief  of 
Branches  presented  Commissioner  Ness  with  a  foot-high  stack  of  "Equity  Petitions" 
signed  by  21,000  people  from  throughout  the  Country,  collected  by  the  American  Library 
Association.  The  petitions  read,  in  part  "  I  believe  cormecting  every  school,  public, 
college  and  university  library  to  the  information  superhighway  is  the  most  logical  and 
economical  way  of  ensuring  public  access  to  electronic  information."  It  urges  government 
to  use  tax  dollars  to  help  connect  libraries. 
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Surrounded  by  children  who  had  been  using  the  Hbrary's  Electronic  Discover}'  Center 
computers,  Commissioner  Ness  explained  the  petitions  to  them  saying  it  asked  that 
libraries  and  schools  be  connected  to  information  from  all  around  the  world. 

After  touring  the  building,  Commissioner  Ness  met  with  library  staff ,  discussing  the 
library's  commitment  to  using  the  new  communications  technologies  to  serve  the  local 
community,  enabling  programs  such  as  the  recent  online  conference  between  high  school 
students  and  City  Officials,  and  the  upcoming  "Virtual  Youth  Surmnit."  The  Virtual 
Summit  will  enable  young  people  who  are  not  official  delegates  to  listen  in  to  the 
Mayor's  Youth  Summit  proceedings  and  participate  by  posting  their  own  input  online. 

Commissioner  Ness  was  also  interested  in  the  economic  realities  that  are  a  barrier  to 
"wiring"  branch  libraries  and  making  available  over  the  Internet  the  unique  SF  Digital 
Library  resources  which  include  such  archival  collections  as  historical  photos,  an 
extensive  sheet  music  collection,  gay  and  lesbian  archives  and  other  unique  San 
Francisco  source  materials. 

SFPL  Officials  have  strongly  supported  the  American  Library  Association's  (ALA)  call 
to  ensure  equity  on  the  "information  superhighway",  and  have  testified  before  the  FCC 
and  the  CPUC  regarding  the  necessity  for  affordable  rates. 

Another  set  of  the  "Equity  Petitions"  was  to  be  presented  to  FCC  Chairman  Reed  Hundt 
today  at  the  Martin  Luther  King  Library'  in  Washington  ,  D.C. 

The  full  text  of  the  ALA  petitions  follows: 

"I  believe  that  free  and  open  access  to  information  is  vital  to  a  democratic  society. 

I  believe  that  connecting  every  school,  public,  college  and  university  library  to  the 
information  superhighway  is  the  most  logical  and  economical  way  of  ensuring 
public  access  to  electronic  information. 

I  want  my  local,  state  and  federal  tax  dollars  used  to  connect  libraries.  And  I  urge 
the  President,  Congress,  my  state  and  local  representatives  to  support  policies  that 
ensure  Americans  in  the  21"  century  will  enjoy  free  and  open  access  to 
information."

San  Francisco's  robust  tradition  of  dissent,  protest  and  reform  will  be  the  focus  of  a  two-day  free 
symposium,  San  Francisco:  The  Politics  of  Inclusion,  on  January  24  and  25  in  the  Koret 
Auditorium  at  the  Main  Library. 

Moderated  by  author  and  historian  William  Issel  of  San  Francisco  State  University,  the  program 
will  explore  the  unique  cultural,  social  and  political  environment  of  the  Bay  Area,  as  well  as  the 
extent  to  which  local  reform  movements  have  changed  the  face  of  American  society. 

San  Francisco  has  been  known  for  its  hell  raisers  and  rebels  ever  since  the  &st  sailors  jumped  ship 
in  1 849  to  head  for  the  gold  mines.  The  Barbary  Coast  stood  for  sex,  rowdiness  and  exoticism, 
but  other  sorts  of  dissenters  and  outsiders  made  their  mark  too,  expressing  themselves  in 
literature,  the  arts,  and  politics. 

The  history  of  labor,  civil  rights  and  suffrage  activism  created  a  liberal  tradition  that  continues  to 
impact  American  political  culture,  from  the  founding  of  the  Sierra  Club  in  the  1890s,  to  the 
General  Strike  of  1934,  to  the  election  of  Mayor  Willie  Brown  at  a  time  when  most  of  the  country 
leaned  toward  Newt.

California's  "Mother  of  Civil  Rights"  will  come  alive  again  at  the  San  Francisco  Public  Library  on 
Wednesday,  Februar>'  26.  when  soprano  Susheel  Bibbs  presents  the  dramatic  story  of  Mary  Ellen 
Pleasant,  a  former  slave  who  went  on  to  become  an  abolitionist  and  civil  rights  leader  as  well  as  a 
Gold  Rush  pioneer  and  entrepreneur  in  San  Francisco. 

The  one-woman,  multi-media  musical.  Oh  Freedom!,  will  be  presented  in  the  Koret  Auditorium,  Main 
Library,  in  Civic  Center,  at  6:30.  It  is  free  to  the  public  and  wheelchair  accessible.  Seating  is  on  a 
first-come,  first-serv  ed  basis.  Bibbs  will  sign  copies  of  a  newly  published  pamphlet  on  Pleasant  after 
the  show. 

An  Emmy-award  winning  producer.  Bibbs  uses  period  songs,  slides,  live  drumming  and  Pleasant's 
own  long-lost  words  in  an  old  style  Chautauqua  or  historical  enactment  to  restore  a  reputation  lost 
amid  press-fanned  scandals  that  defined  her  for  more  than  a  century. 

Mary  Ellen  Pleasant  (181 7-1 904)  fled  to  California  in  1 852  to  avoid  capture  for  anti-slavery 
activities—work  that  included  stealing  onto  plantations  to  alert  slaves  of  impending  escapes  and 
guiding  them  along  the  Underground  Railroad  to  freedom.  Left  a  wealthy  widow  at  a  young  age,  she 
invested  her  estate  in  the  burgeoning  Gold  Rush  economy.  Without  freedom  papers,  however,  she 


Civic  Center 
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was  forced  to  do  so  secretly,  "passing"  all  the  while  as  a  Mrs.  Ellen  Smith,  a  white  proprietor  of  well- 
to-do  boarding  houses. 

Still  an  activist,  she  employed  blacks  and  backed  them  in  business.  She  harbored  and  aided  Archy 
Lee,  the  famous  slave  whose  landmark  case  ultimately  helped  discourage  slavery  in  California.  In 
1859,  Pleasant  returned  East  and  personally  rode  in  advance  of  John  Brown  to  alert  slaves  of  his 
impending  raid  on  the  Federal  Arsenal  at  Harper's  Ferry,  Virginia. 

After  the  Civil  War,  without  the  threat  of  being  hanged  for  treason.  Pleasant  declared  herself 
"colored"  and  waged  several  court  cases  to  test  new  civil  rights  legislation.  Her  investments  grew  and 
eventually  she  owned  large  parts  of  Alameda,  Oakland,  and  Sonoma  as  well  as  the  boardinghouse  that 
was  home  to  Governor  Newton  Booth. 

"During  her  heyday,"  says  Bibbs.  "Pleasant  was  easily  one  of  the  most  influential,  powerful  and 
respected  women  in  San  Francisco." 

In  later  years.  Pleasant  lost  much  of  her  fortune,  as  well  as  her  good  name  after  supporting  the 
plaintiff  in  iS/jarow  vs.  Sharon,  a  famous  divorce  case  in  the  1880s,  known  as  "the  trial  of  the  decade." 

Dedicated  to  restoring  Pleasant's  place  in  history.  Bibbs  directs  the  Mary  Ellen  Pleasant  Living 
Heritage  Foundation,  presenting  lectures  and  staged  programs  of  aspects  of  this  remarkable  woman's 
career. 

Oh  Freedom!  complements  a  comprehensive  new  exhibit  entitled  Mother  of  Civil  Rights  which  opens 
at  12:00  noon  on  February  26  in  the  San  Francisco  Art  Commission  Gallery  at  401  Van  Ness  Avenue.

The  history  of  the  Amencan  woman  suffrage  movement  will  be  celebrated  in  a  traveling 
exhibition  opening  on  April  4,  1 997  and  continuing  through  May  3  at  San  Francisco  Public 
Library's  New  Main.  Entitied  Votes  for  Women:  Unfinished  Business,  the  exhibit 
showcases  reproductions  of  letters,  photographs,  posters,  advertisements,  artifacts,  and 
memorabilia  from  the  woman  suffrage  campaign. 

Onginally  mounted  in  1995  at  the  Huntington  Library  in  San  Marmo,  the  exhibit 
commemorates  the  75'^  anmversary  of  the  Nineteenth  Amendment,  which  gave  women  the 
right  to  vote.  The  items  on  display  are  drawn  almost  entirely  from  the  Huntington's  rich 
holding  in  the  area  of  U.S.  women's  history.  The  exhibit,  which  will  be  making  a  tour  of 
eleven  pubHc  and  university  libraries  in  CaHfomia,  is  made  possible  through  the  generosity 
of  Helen  and  Peter  Bing. 

Most  Americans  know  that  women  won  the  right  to  vote  later  than  men,  and  that  they  had 
to  organize  a  movement  in  order  to  win  it.  But  the  details  of  this  history  are  far  more 
dramatic  and  the  consequences  more  relevant  today  than  people  usually  realize.  The  U.S. 
Constitution  was  finally  amended  in  1 920  to  prohibit  disenfranchisement  "on  account  of 
sex."  It  is  as  a  result  of  that  achievement  that  women's  votes  are  still  shaking  up  the  status 
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quo.  "Women's  issues,"  female  candidates,  and  gender  gaps  in  voting  returns  preoccupy 
political  strategists  and  often  determine  election  outcomes. 

The  exhibit's  focus  is  on  the  75  years  between  women's  earliest  demands  for  political 
equalit}'  in  1848  and  the  ratification  of  the  Nineteenth  Amendment  on  August  26,  1920. 
Several  themes  are  highlighted:  the  magnitude  of  the  opposition,  the  endurance  and 
determination  of  the  woman  suffrage  activists,  the  vitality  and  originality  of  their  methods  of 
rousing  support,  and  the  importance  of  California  to  the  history  of  votes  for  women. 

Among  the  exhibit's  highlights  are  a  speech  on  women's  rights  by  Susan  B.  Anthony, 
delivered  in  New  York  in  1854;  correspondence  between  Anthony  and  other  suffrage 
leaders,  including  Elizabeth  Cady  Stanton;  a  leaflet  distributed  to  working  class  union 
members  in  an  effort  to  win  the  support  of  organized  labor;  and  examples  of  creative  writing 
products,  such  as  postcards  and  flower  seed  packets,  aimed  at  getting  the  suffrage  message 
into  as  many  households  as  possible.

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From  Undercover  to  Hardcover 
New  Book  Tells  the  Real-Life  Stories  of  Gay  &  Lesbian  Librarians 


Keeping  quiet  in  the  library  may  be  "the"  golden  rule,  but  for  Toronto-based  editor  and  librarian 
Norman  Kester,  it's  been  the  inspiration  for  a  compelling  new  book  that  breaks  the  silence 
surrounding  the  professional  lives  of  gay  and  lesbian  librarians. 

Entitled  Liberating  Minds:  The  Stories  and  Professional  Lives  of  Gay,  Lesbian  and  Bisexual 
Librarians  and  Their  Advocates  (McFarland),  Mr.  Kester's  book  is  a  collection  of  narratives, 
short  stories,  research  papers,  interviews  and  letters  that  tells  real-life  stories.  Thoughtful  yet 
provactive.  Liberating  Minds  deals  with  the  marginalization  of  gay  &  lesbian  librarians  and  of 
their  individual  struggles  to  "come  out"  in  a  traditional,  conservative  profession. 


"The  stories  of  librarians  are  directly  related  to  the  stories  of  all  gay  men,  lesbians  and 
bisexuals,"  says  Norman  Kester.  "One  of  my  aims  in  publishing  this  collection  is  to  highlight  the 
significant  work  of  gay,  lesbian  and  bisexual  librarians  in  helping  to  further  the  lesbigay  rights 
movement,  worldwide."  To  that  end,  Kester  has  included  contributions  by  librarians  from  the 
United  States,  Canada,  Germany  and  New  Zealand. 


Bonita  C.  Corliss  writes  of  losing  her  job  at  a  prison  library  because  she  was  viewed  as  "a  threat 
to  the  security  of  the  institution."  Barbara  Gomez  of  Connecticut  writes  as  a  library  user  and  tells 
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an  all-too-familiar-story:  At  age  161  still  remember  the  reference  librarian's  scornful  response  as 
I  asked  if  there  were  any  books  on  race  relations  or  homosexuality."  Many  other  contributors 
including  Jim  Van  Buskirk,  Director  of  the  San  Francisco  Gay  and  Lesbian  Center,  state  how 
providing  gay  &  lesbian  materials  in  libraries,  although  difficult,  will  be  important  in  ensuring 
that  "fiiture  generations  of  lesbian  and  gay  children  and  teenagers  can  embark  on  the  journey  to  a 
healthy,  and  positive  self-identity."  Finally,  a  library  patron  from  the  Midwest—Robert  Evans- 
fails  in  getting  the  Sedalia  Public  Library  to  continue  to  buy  materials  in  this  area. 

Originally  bom  in  Kimberley,  the  Republic  of  South  Africa,  Mr.  Kester  is  reference  librarian 
with  the  Mississauga  Library  System.  He  is  also  a  columnist  with  Feliciter,  Canada's  premiere 
library  journal  and  convenor  of  the  Canadian  Library  Association's  Advisory  Committee  on 
Intellectual  Freedom.  He  is  currently  working  on  South  African-Canadian  gay  memoir.

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BOOKS  BACK  ON  THE  SHELVES  AT 
SAN  FRANCISCO  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 


There  will  be  a  celebration  in  the  sorting  room  at  3:00  p.m.  today  as  the 
City  Libranan  formally  ends  the  shelving  crisis  that  has  plagued  the  Main 
Library  since  it  opened  in  April,  1996. 

The  crisis  began  soon  after,  with  an  overwhelmmg  public  demand  for 
matenals  which  more  than  tripled  the  circulation;  while  a  hiring  freeze  meant 
not  enough  staff  to  get  the  books  back  on  the  shelves.  At  its  worst,  the 
backlog  reached  60,000 — long  rows  of  book  carts  behind  the  scenes,  with 
disappointed  patrons  lined  up  at  the  reference  desks  in  front. 

Today,  the  Main  Library  is  one  of  the  most  dynamic  places  in  the  City  with 
5,000  people  taking  out  and  returning  10,000  items  every  day. 

Materials  are  getting  reshelved  faster  with  the  addition  of  40  part-time  pages 
hired  since  July.  Over  the  past  year,  the  staff  has  also  shifted  collections  and 
materials  to  provide  better  service. 

Thousands  of  circulating  books  formerly  in  closed  stacks  are  now  available  in 
the  public  areas.  Videotapes,  audio-books,  and  most  of  the  audio  compact 
disc  collection,  along  with  viewmg  and  listening  stations  are  now  at  the  1^^ 
Stop  browsing  area  to  provide  easier  access.  Magazines  and  newspapers  from 
the  various  floors  and  service  desks  have  been  consolidated  on  the  fifth  floor, 
creating  additional  space  on  the  third  and  fourth  floors  for  more  books.

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SACRED  ART  AND  BOOKS  OF  TIBET  EXHIBITION  COMES  TO 
SAN  FRANCISCO  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 


Selected  books  and  sacred  art  of  Tibet  will  be  on  display  at  the  San  Francisco  Public  Library  from 
December  16,  i99'7  January  3  i,  1998,  celebrating  an  outstanding  collection  of  works  published 
by  Dharma  Publishing  in  Berkeley. 


For  the  past  25  years,  Dharma  Publishing  has  taken  on  the  task  of  presen/ing  the  work  of  1,500 
Buddhist  masters  produced  over  a  thousand  years.  Many  of  the  original  texts  were  caixied  out  of 
Tibet  on  the  backs  of  refligees  fleeing  the  Chinese  invasion  of  the  country  in  1 959.  More  than  750 
volumes  have  been  printed  in  this  historic  undertaking,  covering  subjects  such  as  ethics,  logic, 
poetics,  medicine,  philosophy,  and  cosmology  —  m  short,  the  written  record  of  a  unique  re.ligious 
culture. 

Located  in  the  Jewett  Gallery  of  the  Main  Librar>',  the  exJhibition  also  shows  Tibetan  sacred  art 
portrayed  in  intricate  wall  scrolls  used  for  meditation  and  visualization  practice,  as  well  as  the 
technical  means  of  preservation  and  the  human  commitment  that  has  made  such  an  endeavor 
possible. 


A  public  reception  will  be  held  in  the  Latino-Hispanic  Community  Meeting  Room  in  the  Main 
Library  to  officially  open  the  exhibition  on  Sunday,  December  14,  1997  from  2:00  -  4:00  p.m. 
An  accompanying  lecture,  'The  Sacred  Art  and  Texts  of  Tibet,"  by  exhibition  director  Bany 
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Schieber  will  be  held  on  Wednesday,  December  17,  1997,  from  6:00  -  7:30  p.m.  in  the  Koret 
Auditorium,  Main  Library.  These  events  are  free  to  the  public  and  wheelchair  accessible. 

"This  text  preservation  project  is  among  the  largest  publishing  ventures  in  history,"  says  Schieber. 
"It  is  a  rare  opportunity  to  save  and  preserve  the  treasure  of  knowledge  that  has  been  passed  from 
generation  to  generation  for  more  than  2,000  years." 

The  project  began  soon  after  the  Chinese  Communist  invasion  of  Tibet  in  1959  and  the 
subsequent  destruction  of  monasteries  and  libraries.  Refugees  fleeing  the  country  saved  what  they 
could.  Because  most  came  to  India,  however,  the  climate  accelerated  the  deterioration  of  the 
works.  Recognizing  the  urgency  of  preservation,  Tarthang  Tulku,  a  Buddhist  master  trained  in 
Tibet  established  a  small  press,  first  in  India  and  then,  in  1970,  Dharma  Publishing  in  Berkeley. 

Some  of  the  original  texts  were  in  manuscript  form;  others  were  printed  from  woodblocks.  Under 
Tarthang  Tulku 's  direction,  they  were  catalogued  and  compiled,  and  meticulously  photocopied. 
They  were  then  printed  and  hand-bound,  using  a  1 7th  century  method  that  ensures  that  the  books 
will  last. 

After  an  international  effort  to  collect  the  texts  and  art  from  around  the  world,  Dharma 
Publishing  issued  a  120-volume  set  of  the  Tibetan  Buddhist  Canon  in  1981,  the  most  complete 
edition  of  Tibetan  canonical  texts  ever  assembled,  representing  all  Tibetan  Buddhist  traditions.  As 
libraries  and  museums  learned  of  the  project,  they  responded  by  sending  copies  of  rare  and  one- 
of-a-kind  texts  and  Tibetan  art.  In  1995,  The  Great  Treasures  of  Ancient  Teachings  was 
released,  containing  627  volumes  of  Tibetan  texts  of  the  Nyingma  tradition  which  had  never  been 
gathered  in  one  collection  before.  With  the  Buddhist  Canon,  the  two  sets  comprise  755  atlas- 
sized  volumes.

NATIONAL  LIBRARY  PUBLIC  RELATIONS  AWARD 


The  San  Francisco  Public  Library  has  received  a  1998  John  Cotton  Dana  Award  for 
outstanding  achievement  in  library  public  relations  in  recognition  of  the  campaign  for 
Brave  Little  Girls,  a  traveling  exhibition  and  series  of  programs.  The  John  Cotton  Dana  is 
considered  the  most  prestigious  public  relations  award  in  the  library  profession. 

Brave  Little  Girls  brought  together  an  unprecedented  partnership  of  community 
organizations,  companies,  flinders,  volunteers  and  library  staff  to  highlight  the  courage  and 
accomplishment  of  girls  of  diverse  backgrounds. 

The  exhibition  included  58  books  and  43  original  illustrations,  originally  curat ed  by 
Krystyna  Wasserman,  librarian  of  the  National  Museum  of  Women  in  the  Arts  in  Washington, 
D  C.  The  objective  was  to  provide  role  models  for  girls,  entertain  and  educate  children  ages  8  to 
12,  and  encourage  creativity  through  reading,  drawing  pictures  and  writing  stories. 

More  than  200  people  a  day  visited  the  exhibition  at  the  Main  Library  from  September 
through  November,  1997.  More  than  500  students  attended  docent  led  tours,  some  of  which  were 
conducted  by  teens.  For  the  teen  docents,  it  was  their  first  volunteer  experience  and  the  first  time 
"doing  business"  outside  their  own  neighborhood.  Almost  100  programs  were  presented  at  the 
Main  and  26  branches,  ranging  from  art  education  activities  with  local  women  artists  to  Project 
Bandaloop,  an  aerial  dance  performance  that  included  a  12-year  old  girl  rappelling  down  the 
exterior  facade  of  the  six-story  Main  library. 

The  exhibition  and  programs  "expanded  pubhc  perception  of  the  role  a  library  can  play  in 
significant  social  issues,"  according  to  the  judges.

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The  project  featured  a  highly  successful  Search  for  Brave  Girls  essay  contest  submitted  by 
young  people  under  18.  Nominees  were  girls  or  young  women  who  demonstrated  outstanding 
courage,  creativity,  excellence  or  achievement.  The  winners  included  a  girl  who  "stands  tall,"  even 
though  she  "uses  a  wheel  chair  to  help  her  get  all  around,"  a  cancer  survivor  who  is  also  a  dancer, 
a  role  model  who  spent  four  years  of  her  childhood  living  in  a  homeless  sheher  and  a  young  gay 
woman  who  "did  not  hide  from  the  fear  of  others"  and  came  out  as  a  lesbian  at  her  Catholic  high 
school.  The  contest  expanded  coverage  of  the  exhibition  to  the  news  pages  and  TV,  and  helped 
focus  on  the  issue  of  self-esteem  and  empowerment  for  young  girls. 

While  the  exhibition  has  moved  on  to  the  Denver  Public  Library,  more  mformation  about 
Brave  Little  Girls  is  still  available  at  the  library's  Website  (http://sfpl.Iib.ca.us/blg/blg, htm), 
created  by  a  community  volunteer.

VARIAN  FRY:  ASSIGNMENT  RESCUE,  1940-41,  an  exhibition  that  highlights  the 
extraordinary  rescue  of  almost  2000  anti-Nazi  artists,  intellectuals  and  political  refugees  from 
wartime  France  ~  including  Marc  Chagall,  Andre  Breton  and  Hannah  Arendt  --  will  be  on  display 
March  8  -  April  30,  1998  in  the  Skylight  Gallery  of  the  Main  Library  in  Civic  Center.  The 
exhibition  is  organized  by  the  United  States  Holocaust  Memorial  Museum  in  Washington,  D.C. 

While  not  as  well  known  as  Raoul  Wallenberg  and  Oskar  Schindler,  Fry's 
accomplishments  constitute  one  of  the  most  riveting  chapters  of  the  Holocaust  period. 

In  1 940,  Fry  was  a  young  editor  in  New  York  when  he  volunteered  for  the  Emergency 
Rescue  Committee,  a  private  American  relief  organization,  which  sent  him  to  Marseilles,  France. 
Armed  with  a  YMCA  card  entitling  him  to  admission  to  the  country  as  a  relief  worker  and  a  list  of 
about  200  refijgees  in  his  pocket,  he  proceeded  to  set  up  an  organization  that  saved  thousands  of 
desperate  Jews  and  others  threatened  by  a  Vichy  government  willing  to  turn  them  over  to  the 
Nazis.  He  and  his  associates  devised  an  elaborate  escape  network  against  the  wishes  of  the  French 
and  American  governments  ~  organizing  the  refugees,  forging  documents,  exchanging  money  on 
the  black  market  and  finding  safe  routes  to  Spain,  until  the  French  expelled  him  13  months  later. 
Upon  his  return,  he  tried  to  warn  of  Hitler's  impending  massacre  of  the  Jews. 

"I  stayed  because  the  refugees  needed  me,"  Fry  wrote  later.  "But  it  took  courage,  and 
courage  is  a  quality  that  I  hadn't  previously  been  sure  I  possessed." 

In  1945,  Fry  published  a  memoir  of  his  relief  work.  Surrender  on  Demand,  which  has  just 
been  re-released  by  Johnson  Books,  Denver,  Colorado.  After  the  war,  he  became  a  teacher. 
Reprimanded  by  the  American  government  of  the  time  for  his  actions,  he  was  put  under  FBI 
surveillance.  Fry  died  in  1967  without  official  U.S.  recognition  for  his  heroic  work. 


The  traveling  exhibition,  which  makes  its  West  Coast  premiere  at  the  San  Francisco  Public 
Library,  includes  photos,  original  documents,  a  video,  and  library  reference  materials, 
including  a  pathfinder  compiled  by  Sue  Harloe,  the  library's  s  teen  specialist,  listing  resources  of 
particular  interest  to  high  school  readers.  Fry,  himself,  wrote  an  account  for  teens  of  his 
experience.  Assignment  Rescue.
